and Friday, 9:30 AM to 5:30 PM; and Wednesday, 
1 to 8 PM.

Proposed Stadiums May Strike Out Riverbank Park 


Do you enjoy jogging around the Riverbank 
Park track? Do your children play in the playground 
there? Do you like to stroll through the park or 
picnic on the grass on weekends? 

You may have to find another place to do all 
these things, if the City of Newark and Essex 
County go ahead with plans to build 2 stadiums 
where the park is. 

The City and County plan to build a soccer 
stadium that will seat 6000 people, and a baseball 
stadium for minor league baseball that will seat 
6000 people, side by side. The plans would take up 
all of what is now Riverbank Park. 

"Where will 5 to 10,000 people be able to 


park in this community that is already so congested? 
asked one resident, who disagrees with the 
proposal. "Where will the people who use 
Riverbank Park go for recreation?" 

These concerns were raised at several 
community meetings which were held during the 
summer of 1995. City officials said the commuter 
lots next to Penn Station would be used and new 
ones may be built here or across the river. A shuttle 
bus would bring people from these to the stadiums. 
Other patrons could come to the games by train, 
and then go by bus or walk to the games. The plans 
also call for the playground to be rebuilt on land

along the river, but how long the construction 
would take is unclear. 

Last summer, Joseph Della Five, Director of 
the Ironbound Community Corporation, requested 
a parking and traffic flow study. So far the County 
has not provided this to residents. 

There have been no more public community 
meetings about the proposal, although newspaper 
articles say that the plans are moving along quickly. 
Detailed plans of the 2 stadiums were published in 
the Maplewood Record on April 11. 

"Where will people go to play tennis and 
basketball or run track? What about the festivals 
which are held in the park? Where will people from 
the neighborhood be able to walk and relax?" said 
Irene DeOliveira, who lives near the park. "This 
proposal should be discussed by the whole 
community before it is implemented, because it will 
greatly impact on the quality of life in many ways 
of the people who live here." 

Ironbound Community Corporation has been 
urging community residents to make their voices 
heard, for or against, this project. Call 589-3353 
for more information, or to help plan community 
meetings about this issue.

City and Residents Oppose Sludge Facility 


The City of Newark has come out against 
Passaic Valley Sewerage Commission (PVSC)’s 
proposal to sign a contract to sell its sewage sludge 
to Wheelabrator Inc. Wheelabrator, Inc. is a 
subsidiary of Waste Management - one of the 
world’s biggest waste companies. Wheelabrator is 
planning to locate its facility on land that Waste 
Management already owned and operated as a 
garbage transfer station on Rt. 21 and Ave. A. 
Wheelabrator would use what is called an "alkaline 
stabilization" process, adding lime into the sewage 
sludge to eventually make it useable as fertilizer, or 
for other "beneficial" uses. 

Sewage sludge is what is left after PVSC 
processes raw sewage. 


At a hearing on March 21, 1996 at PVSC 
Wheelabrator was supposed to answer questions, 
but their lack of answers left many people with 
more questions, and convinced the city of Newark 
to oppose the proposal. 

"When the issues of whether truck routes to 
the proposed Ave. A facility would impact on 
schools or residents, the Wheelabrator 
representative merely responded that the City had 
received copies of their plan. This non-responsive 
answer was the tone of the entire meeting on the 
part of PVSC and Wheelabrator," wrote Newark 
Business Administrator Glenn Grant to the N.J. 
DEP; 

"I am also concerned about what routes the 
trucks will use when going to the Avenue A 
facility," said a representative from the City at the 
hearing. "There are residential neighborhoods and 
schools that are on most routes from PVSC to 
Avenue A. There is also the potential for accidents 
on city streets which will require emergency 
responses." (Since that meeting, Wheelabrator has 
provided a copy of the route its trucks would take: 
see box on p.4). 

The Wheelabrator plan would mean trucks 
full of sludge would travel from PVSC located on 
Wilson Ave. to the site each day. The site is one 
block from homes, and 1/2 mile from South St.

School. The City of Newark had never approved 
the original transfer station, and Wheelabrator did 
not go through the zoning boards for permits for its 
operation either. The company claims it is not 
necessary, since the area is already zoned industrial. 

Councilman Henry Martinez has called for 
a public hearing at the Central Planning Board, so 
the proposal could be looked at and all questions 
answered. 

Mayor Sharpe James also came out against 
the proposal. "We don’t want it, we don’t need it," 
the Mayor said. (Star Ledger May 6, 1996). 

Residents and others opposed to the plan 
spoke out at a community meeting held April 30 at 
Wolff Church. Grant Conselyea said, "I have lived 
next to the site for over 36 years. I am raising my 
family there, and I have invested thousands of 
dollars in my home. We don’t want this here." 
Many of Mr. Conselyea’s neighbors also came to 
the meeting to voice their opposition. 

Trina Paulus, from Cornucopia Network, an 
environmental organization in Essex County said, 
"No facility like this should be built in a populated 
area."

Remembering Delores 


On April 8, 1996, Delores Rich, Vice 
President of the Aspen Riverpark Tenants 
Association died. She was 47 years old. 

Delores was one of the people who was 
living in the old Prudential Apartments on Raymond 
Blvd. when they were sold by Prudential to the 
Aspen Company. She, and others who lived there, 
were moved out so the building could be renovated. 
They had to fight to return, which legally they were 
entitled to do. From the day they moved back in, 
Delores worked to improve the building. 

Over the years, there were many meetings at 
the building, and many more planning meetings 
working with the ICC staff at 95 Fleming Ave. 
There were nights when everyone was elated and 
happy because something had been accomplished, 
and times when everyone was overwhelmed and 
depressed, because nothing had changed. 

Delores never gave up. She didn’t stop to 
think about the negative things, she just looked for 
what she could do that would be positive. You 
couldn’t stay depressed around Delores. She’d joke 
her way out of tough situations, and sad times, with 
her wonderful sense of humor. She’d disarm the 
"enemy" with her sweet manner and warm smile. 
Once you met her, you didn’t forget Delores. She 
was smart as a whip and could see through any 
jive. 

In the last couple of years, Delores helped 
initiate the Children’s Recreation Program at Aspen 
Riverpark, a monthly Saturday morning program 
with church volunteers and kids doing crafts, 
playing games, and having snacks together. "When 
are you having another program" the children 
would ask. For them, the Saturday programs are 
something fun, something positive and hopeful right 
in their building (see p. 7 for a picture of the 
Childrens’ Program in operation). 

Last summer, Delores was a key participant 
in a unique lead testing program, bringing free lead 
tests right to the building, and more than 65 
children were tested. Her picture was in the Star 
Ledger. But publicity was the last thing Delores 
cared about. She was a "behind-the-scenes" doer. 
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Delores Rich, 1948-1996 


On Saturday, April 27, a tree was planted in 
the senior courtyard at the Aspen riverpark building 
and dedicated to Delores. A tree is a very fitting 
symbol, the Reverend said, because it is flexible, 
and strong, and reaches ever higher - just like 
Delores. A plaque dedicating the children’s room to 
Delores’ memory will be hung, and there will be no 
better tribute to Delores than to see the program 
continue, as others in the building take up her 
work. 


Of course, nobody will replace Delores, and 
in no way can we tell her life story in this space. 
She was a mother, a daughter, a sister, a 
grandmother, an active church member. She served 
on the Ironbound Community Corporation Board, 
the HUD Tenants’ Coalition Board, and probably 
many more over the years. She was a one of a kind 
person, with a one of a kind style and grace. 
Everyone in the Ironbound community and across 
the city who knew her will miss her greatly. We 
can treasure our memories, and let them be our 
inspiration to continue in her footsteps trying to 
make this community a better place to live. 


Plans For Tax Justice 


More than 1500 people jammed the 
Portuguese Sports Club and the streets outside April 
29, 1996, opposing the proposal for tax revaluation 
in Newark. 

County Executive James Treffinger joined 
the opposition. "It goes against everything we are 
trying to do to bring Newark back," Treffinger 
said. "If revaluation takes place, instead of bringing 
in businesses, ratables, families and jobs, it will 
drive them away.” 

Businesses which are currently in Newark 
would pay less taxes, while residential homeowners 
and tenants would pay more. A neighborhood-by- 
neighborhood report by William Merdinger, a well- 
respected real estate appraiser, shows that for the 
first time, homeowners and tenants will pay a larger 
burden of the property tax than businesses. Last 
year, Newark lost $13 million in tax appeals. Most 
of these are large corporations who have the money 
to go to court. Big corporations also get tax 
abatements. When large corporations get tax breaks, 
the burden falls on everyone else. 

Councilman Donald Tucker said the city 
would go to court to force the revaluation to take 
place over 5 years, so the cost of the increase did 
not have to happen in one year. 

No one at the meeting discussed the kinds of 
tax systems which are used in other' places in the 
United States which could make things more fair for 
Newark residents. 

One plan is called tax classification. This 
would create different tax rates for homes, factories 
and office buildings. 

Another plan is called a circuit breaker. 
With this system, there would be a limit of property 
taxes a person would pay based on how much 
money the person makes. 

If Newark homeowners and tenants (who 
also pay taxes) organize together, they can stop the 
huge tax increases due to revaluation. People in 
other states have done it.

Supporters of the Affordable Housing & Jobs 
Initiative built a house in front of the State House in 
Trenton on May 2 to stress the need for more 
affordable housing. The boys shown in the picture 
are part of a family which is currently homeless. 
The Housing & Jobs Initiative has been introduced 
in both the New Jersey Senate and Assembly. It is 
a $290 million bond issue which would be used for 
new and rehabilitated affordable housing, small 
business development in low income communities, 
rental assistance for lower income families, support 
to non-profit developers, and first-time home buyer 
assistance.

Environmental Organization) questioned why the 
Citizens Advisory Committee that had been working 
with PVSC was disbanded, and why PVSC’s 
proposal had been chosen over many others. 

Kerry Butch from the Ironbound Committee 
Against Toxic Wastes said residents who own 
restaurants and stores in the area fear their 
businesses would be hurt, and property values 
would go down. 

Rev. Ronald Durham from First Zion Baptist 
Church, located near the proposed site, said the 
main concerns of neighbors are truck traffic and 
odors. 

. Pamela Gratton, spokesperson Tor 
Wheelabrator, said the company has operated 5 
similar plants for 5 years, and never had a 
complaint. She said the whole process would be 
enclosed inside a building, equipped with odor and 
air pollution controls. No sludge would be stored on 
the site. 

Wheelabrator claims they will be "good 
neighbors," but their parent company which owned 
the site before has a history of noxious odors and 
other problems, according to the city of Newark’s 
records. In addition, residents in the South Bronx 
have sent information about health problems 
causedby a fertilizer plant wheelabrator runs there. 
The fertilizer plant is using a different process from 
“the one that the company is proposing to use in 
Ironbound. Residents there said students in a nearby 
schools were getting sick from the smells. 

"Why does Ironbound have to be the 
dumping ground for everything?" said Kerry Butch 
from the Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Waste. 

A final public hearing took place at PVSC 
on Monday, May 6 at PVSC (see sidebar). 

Originally PVSC had planned to incinerate 
the sludge at the "world’s largest sludge 
incinerator" but Ironbound residents fought the plan 
and won. 
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Some of the many residents who came out to 
community meetings and public hearings to oppose 
putting a sluge facility on Ave. A. 


Overflow Crowd Says No 


The crowd at the public hearing on 
May 6 at PVSC filled the room and 
overflowed into the halls. 

"Living in Ironbound is becoming like 
water torture,” said Steve Powell, a member of 
the Ironbound Committee Against Toxic Waste 
(ICATW)."Individually, any one of these 
things might not be that bad, but cumulatively 
the effect is getting out of hand.” 

Ironbound is already host for the 
County's garbage incinerator. Wheelabrator’s 
proposed sludge facility would take the sludge 
from many surrounding towns. 

ICATW members invited the PVSC 
Commissioners to come on a tour of the 
residential area where Wheelabrator wants to 
site its facility. 

PVSC Commissioner Donald Tucker, 
also a City Councilman, said he was born and 
raised in the neighborhood where the facility is 
proposed, and that the "pleas of the community - 
will not fall on deaf ears.” 

Many residents of the area and ICATW 
members spoke in opposition to the proposed — 
facility.

O Veráo passado, Joseph Della Fave, 
director da Ironbound Community Corporation, 
pediu um estudo sobre tráfico e estacionamento, 
mas até hoje nada foi recebido da cidade. 

Nao se tém realizado mais reunióes públicas 
sobre o projecto, embora artigos publicados em 
jornais afirmem que o projecto continua um bom 
ritmo. Planos detalhados sobre a construção dos 
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dois estádios foram publicados em 11 de Abril no 
jornal Maplewood Record (p. 3).

Onde é que as 
pessoas da vizinhança poderão descansar uns 
momentos?" perguntava Irene DeOliveira do Comité 
do Ironbound Contra Produtos Tóxicos (ICATW). 
"Esta proposta deve ser apresentada e discutida por 
toda a comunidade antes que se concretize, porque 
terá grande influência na qualidade de vida das 
pessoas que aqui vivem.”

A Cidade E Os Seus Residentes Dizem Náo A Localizacáo 
Duma Estacáo Que Processa A Parte Solida Dos Esgotos 


A Cidade de Newark opos-se a proposta da 
"Passaic Valley Sewage Commission" (PVSC) para 
assinar um contracto para vender a parte sólida dos 
esgotos a Wheelabrator Inc. A Wheelabrator Inc. é 
subsidiária da "Waste Management" - uma das 
maiores companhias de tratamento de lixo do 
mundo. Wheelabrator está a planear a sua estacao 
num terreno que a "Waste Management" já possuía 
e operava como uma estacáo de transferencia de 
lixo situada na Avenida A e a estradaa 21 
(McCarter Hwy). A Wheelabrator usaria o que se 
chama um processo do "estabilização alcalina” 
adicionando oxido de calcio aos residuos solidos dos 
esgotos que eventualmente os tornaria usáveis como 
adubos e outros usos benéficios. 

Numa reuniáo a 21 de Marco de 1996 a 
PVSC Wheelabrator era suposto que responderia a 
perguntas, mas a sua atitude e falta de respostas 
deixou muitas pessoas com mais dúvidas e 
convenceu a cidade de Newark a opor-se à 
proposta. 


"Quando se questionou se o acesso dos 
camióes à estação proposta para a Av.A. teria 
impacto nas escolas ou nos residentes o 
representante da  Wheelabrator simplesmente 
respondeu que a cidade tinha recebido cópias dos 
seus planos. Esta resposta sem explicação foi o tom 
usado durante toda a reunião por parte da PVSC e 
da Wheelabrator," escreveu o administrador dos 
negócios da cidade de Newark, o Sr. Grant, a N.J. 
DEP. 

"Estou tambem preocupado com os acessos 
que os camiões usarão quando se dirigirem à 
estação Av. A," disse um representante da Cidade 
na reunião. Há bairros residenciais e escolas que se 
localizam na maioria dos acessos da PVSC para a 
Av.A. Há ainda o potencial para acidentes nas ruas 
da cidade que exigirão respostas de emergencia." 

O plano de Wheelabrator significa que os 
camiões de residuos sólidos dos esgotos fariam 
diariamente o percurso da PVSC localizada na 
Wilson Av. para a estação. O sitio fica a um bloco 


das casas e a 1/2 milha da escola da South St. A 
cidade de Newark nunca aprovou a estação de 
transferencia original, e a Wheelabrator não passou 
pelos comités de planeamento a requerer 
autorização tão pouco. 

O vereador Henry Martinez convocou uma 
reunião publica no Centro de Planeamento para que 
se pudesse exminar a proposta e responder a 
perguntas feitas. 


Os residentes não aceitaram o plano e 
reclamaram numa reunião realizada a 30 de Abril 
na Wolff Church. Grant Conselyea disse, "Vivo à 
36 anos pegado a este sítio. Estou a criar a minha 
familia ali e investi milhares de dollars na minha 
casa. Não queremos isto aqui. "Muitos dos vizinhos 
do Sr. Conselyea tambem estiveram na reunião para 
manifestarem a sua opinião. 

Trina Paulus, da Cornucopia Network, uma 
organização do ambiente do Essex County, disse, 
"Nenhuma estação deste tipo deveria ser construida 
numa área povoada.” 

Kerry Butch da ICATW disse que os 
residentes proprietarios de restaurantes e mercearias 
nesta area receiam que os seus negócios sejam 
prejudicados e que os valores das propriedade 
desçam. 

O Sr. Rev. Ronald Durham da First Zion 
Baptists Church disse que as principais 
preocupações dos vizinhos eram o trafego dos 
camióes e os cheiros. 

A representante da Wheelabrator, Pam 
Gratton, disse que a companhia operou 5 estações 
identicas durante 5 anos e que nunca teve uma 
queixa. Ela disse que o processo total tomaria lugar 
dentro dum edifício, equipado com meios de 
controlar o cheiro e a poluição do ar. Não haveria 
residuos solidos armazenados no local. 

A Wheelabrator garante que sera "boa 
vizinha" mas a companhia mãi que era dona do 
local anteriormente tem uma história de cheiros 
nauseabundos e outros problemas, de acordo com os

"Se isto acontecer, ao invés de trazer 
mais negocios para a cidade, familias estruturada e 
empregos, acontecerar o oposto, e é exatamente isso 
que estamos procurando evitar.” 

Os negocios atuais pagarão menos impostos 
mais em contra partida, os proprietários de casas 
bem como os inquilinos pagarão mais. Pesquisa 
feita por William Merdinger, cidadão bem 
respeitado e no ramo de imoveis, testifica que pela 
primeira vez, os proprietarios de casas bem como 
os inquilinos passarão a pagar mais impostos do que 
os negociantes. 

O vereador Donald Tucker afirmou que a 
cidade levara o caso ao tribunal afim de forçar esta 
reavalização, a qual acontecerá num periodo de cino 
anos afim de que o aumento seja gradativo. 

Ninguem presente aquela reuniáo discutiu 
outros tipos de taxação usado em outras 
comunidades neste pais, sistemas que poderiam ser 
mais adequados do que os planejados para Newark.

"incenerador maior do mundo," mas os residentes 
do Ironbound lutaram contra o plano e vencera.

La Ciudad de Newark a salido encontra del 
Passaic Valley Sewage Commission (PVSC) y su 
propuesta para firmar un contrato y vender su 
desague a Wheelabrator Inc. Wheelabrator Inc. es 
un subsidiario de Waste Management - una de las 
compañias mas grande del mundo. Wheelabrator 
planifica localizar su facilidad en tierra que Waste 
Management es el propietario y es operada como 
una "estación de intercambio" localizado en la 
Rt.21 y Avenida A. Wheelabrator usaria algo 
llamado "estabilización alhalina" usando coma 
adición un lima que eventualmente converteria 
desperdicios en fertilizadores y otros beneficios. 

En una vista en Marzo 21, 1996 a PVSC, 
Wheelabrator estaban supuesto a contestar 
preguntas, pero las atitudes y sus pocas repuestes 
dejaron a mans personas con las preguntas y 
convencieron a la ciudad de Newark que estuviese 
encontra de la propuesta. 

"Cuando se pregunto a Wheelabrator que si 
los camiones que viajarian a la Avenida A iban a 
impactar con los residentes o con las escuelas su 
unica repuesta fue que la ciudad de Newark tenia 
todos esos planos. Esta manera de contestar ( no 
contestar) fue como manejaron toda la vista ese 
dia,” dijo Newark Business Administrator Glenn 
Grant al DEP sobre PVSC y Wheelabrator. 

"Yo estoy tan preocupado de la ruta que 
usaran los camiones para llegar a la Avenida A," 
dijo el representante de la Ciudad. "Estas son zonas 
residenciales y escolares las cuales uniran a PVSC 
y la Avenida A. Hay tambien la posibilidad de que 
surjan accidentes en las calles residenciales cuales 
requeran emergencias." 

El plan de Wheelabrator requiere que los 
camiones llenos de desperdicios pase por Wilson 
Ave. todos los dias. La localidad del lugar es una 
cuadra de hogares residenciales y 1/2 cuadra de la 
escuela South St. La ciudad de Newark nunca ha 
approvado la estación de intercambio y 
Wheelabrator no ha sometido un permiso para su 
operación tampoco. 

Consejal Henry Martinez a llamado una 
reunión publica para tener la oportunidad de recusar 
la propuesta y tratar de contestar todas las 


preguntas. 

Los residentes opuestos a los planes tuvieron 
la oportunidad de hablar en la reunión de la 
comunidad que tomo a cabo el 30 de Abril 1996, en 
Wolff Church. Grant Conselyea dijo, "Yo he vivido 
cerca de ese lugar por 36 años. Yo estoy criando mi 
familia ahi y yo he invertido miles de dolares en mi 
hogar. Nosotros no queremos eso ahi.” Muchos de 
los vecinos del Sr. Conselyea vinieron a la reunión 
para decir su oposición. 

Trina Paulus de Cornucopia Network, una 
organización del ambiente en el Condado Essex, 
dijo, "Ninguna facilidad de esa magnitud y para ese 
proposito de ser echa en una area residencial."

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Planes Para Justicia A Impuestos 


Mas de 1500 personas se aglumeraron en el 
Club Portugués y las calles adyacentes en Abril 29, 
1996, oponiendose a la propuesta para la 
revaluación de impuestos en Newark. 

El Ejecutivo del Condado James Treffinger 
se unió a la oposición. "Esto está en contra de todo 
lo que hemos estado tratando de hacer para volver 
a Newark a lo que era antes," dijo Treffinger. "Si 
se hace esa revaluación, en vez de a traer negocios, 
familias y empleos, se alejaran.” 

Negocios que actualmente estan en Newark, 
pagaran menos taxes, mientras que dueños de casa 
y inquilinos van a pagar más. En un vecindario-por- 
vecindario reporte, William Merdinger, un buen 
conocido tasador de bienes raizes, aseguró que por 
primera vez, dueños de casa e inquilinos pagaran 
una carga mas grande de impuestos a la propiedad 
que los mismos negocios. El año pasado, Newark 
perdió $13 millones en apelaciones de impuestos. 
La mayoria de estos son grandes corporaciones que 
tienen el dinero para ir a corte. Cuándo los grandes 
corporaciones se le dá una rebaja de impuestos, el 
problema cae en todos los demás. 

El Consejal Donald Tucker dijo que la 
ciudad debe ir a corte para obligar la revaluación 
que va a coger 5 años, para que no se aumente en 
un año.

¿Le gusta correr en la pista del parque 
Riverbank? ¿A sus hijos les gusta jugar en el campo 
de juegos del mismo parque? ¿Acostumbra pasear 
por el parque, o hacer picnic los fines de semana? 

Es posible que usted y su familia tengan que 
buscar otro sitio para tales diversiones, pues un 
proyecto de la ciudad de Newark y el condado de 
Essex contempla la construcción de dos nuevos 
estadios, uno de futbol con espacio para seis mil 
espectadores y otro de beisbol de ligas menores, 
tambien con un cupo de seis mil, en lo que ahora es 
el parque Riverbank. (p.3) 

"Pero, adonde van a estacionar entre cinco 
y diez mil personas, en esta comunidad ya tan 
congestionada?" Asi pregunta un vecino que se 
opone al proyecto. "La gente que ahora visita el 
parque, adonde iran para su recreación?" 

Estas preocupaciones fueron manifestados 
durante una serie de audiencias celebrados en el 
verano de 1995. Oficiales del municipio plantearon 
el uso de los parqueos alrededor del Penn Station, 
y la posible construcción de parqueos adicionales al 
otro lado del rio, de donde los espectadores serian 
trasbordados en microbuses.
